No great changes have occurred in the Sino- 
‘Japanese military situation in Southern Shan- 
tung despite recent reports of the decisive nature 
of the engagement and the expectaney of major 
developments, General Liv Tsung-Jen, 
‘Kwangs! strategist in charge of Chinese opera- 
tions, is probably quite correct when he states 
that the critical period is not yet over, for it is 
hardly Ukely that the Japanese, suffering one 
Feverse, should not exert every endeavour to 
correct it in a campaign in which the ebb and 
flow must be great now that the point of 
penetration is so deep in the country. Chinese 
Feports, although reflecting the flush of victory, 
also reflect the knowledge that the Japanese of 
fensive will be intensified and the flerce character 
of the fighting in Shantung, especially. around 
‘Talerchwang and Toncheng, iilustrates the point. 
‘These same reports also believe that some move 
is ‘being developed by the Japanese for the 
capture of Hsuchowfu, and reinforcements are 
being assembled to counteract any such thrust 
for there is no denying’ the seriousness of 
Japanese intentions in this direction, ‘That 
important military developments are not far off 
is now without doubt for a definite challenge 
hhas boen made and must be settled unless a war 
of indefinite length is to be waged. On the part 
of the Japanese, it might be sald that guerilla 
operations are proving a dificult obstacle. for 
‘on every hand there are these minor operations 
which mean immediate treatment made difficult 
owing to the impoverishment of forces at several 
points in order to strengthen the main forees in 
Shantung without calling on reserves {rom 
‘Japan. ‘The next few days should produce im- 
portant results as far as this advanced staxe in 
the hostilities is concerned.

qualities about it. Evil was evil, and goodness 
Was good: there was plenty of good red blood 


and punch behind the morals that those plays 
spparently sought to convey, but nowadays

CUSTOMS ARRANGEMENT 
May 4. 

The exchange of notes which has taken 
place between the British and the Japanese 
Governments on the subject of the funds of| 
the Chinese Maritime Customs collected in| 
areas occupied by the Japanese forces, has| 
Ied to an arrangement which is remarkable| 
for two important points. They are (1), the 
safeguarding of the interests of forcign| 
investors in loans secured on the Customs| 
revenue, and (2), the maintenance of the 
integrity of the service, It is in the nature 
‘of a lemporary and provisional arrangement 
for the purpose of tiding over the present very’ 
diMeult period, and may be accepted as the 
only effective means of making the best out 
of a bad business. Though the Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment is not committed in any way, it is 
clearly to its advantage that an arrangement 
should be made whereby the ports in the! 
Japanese occupied areas should for the future! 
contribute their fair quotas for the service of 
the foreign obligations sccured on the service, 
‘a burden which up ta the present has been| 
falling upon Chinese controlled ports. It is| 
fan open secret that for months the Chinese| 
Customs Service in occupied areas was! 
threatened with seizure by the Japanese| 
authorities, and unconditional seizure at that.| 
‘Such a step would have resulted in the com- 
plete disruption of the service, would have 
ut all Customs collections in such areas at| 
the sole disposal of Japan, and would have| 
Inflieted the gravest possible hardship upon 
the Chinese and foreign trading communities| 
in North China. ‘That would have meant the| 
destruction of the formal integrity of the| 
chief support of China's credit structure, 
which once destroyed would probably have| 
been incapable of reconstruction. ‘There! 
cannot be the slightest possible doubt that an 
arrangement which maintains the integrity of! 
the Customs, and under which Japan re- 
cognizes the obligation of the ports under her| 
dominanee to pay their proper share of the| 
foreign loan service, is more than a suitable!

It is, perhaps, inevitable that the arrange~ 
‘ment ‘which has been come to will be 
criticised, ‘The deviser of a perfect scheme in 
connection with any question, let alone one 
so difficult as this, has yet to be born. In. 
arriving at it there are various considerations 
to be remembered. ‘The opening of hostilities 
led to the undermining of Chinese authority 
in an important portion of the Chinese coast, 
and that in its turn has made it difficult, if 
not completely impossible, for the Customs to| 
function normally as a department of the 
Chinese Government, ‘The dangers alleged to| 
be inherent in the new arrangement will be 
found on close examination to have been in-| 
herent in the situation as it has existed since 
the commencement of hostilities, and, there- 
fore, exist independently of any ‘of the 
negotiations just concluded. From the 
Chinese point of view there are objections to 
the scheme propounded in the Anglo~Japanese| 
exchange of notes, but in the main they are 
weakly founded.’ In some quarters, for 
example, it is feared that the Japanese will 
use the funds thus acquired and deposited in| 
the Yokohama Specie Bank for the purpose 
of attacking Chinese currency. Since the 
‘occupation of North China, Customs collections 
have been deposited in the Yokohama Specie 
Bank and must by now amount of a consider 
able sum, but there is no evidence that the 
Japanese have—or have ever had the inten- 
tion to do so—used those funds for any such 
purpose, Moreover, such a departure would 
do so much harm to herself that it is difficult 
to believe that Japan would adopt such a 
course even for the sake of an apparent, but 
nevertheless unreal contribution to "the 
prestige of her military authorities. For it i 
hot good military strategy to destroy blindly] 
merely to demonstrate the power of destruc~ 
tion. Fortunately it is understood that the 
British Government has obtained assurances 
from ‘Tokyo which are satisfactory on that 
point, 

Offsetting the above criticism and others 
which are likely to be made—for it is early 
yet to endeavour to anticipate all that may! 
be said against the arrangement—the benefits| 
‘are more than satisfactory. ‘The service of 
the foreign loans is assured so far as Japan| 
is concerned. China could, of course, re-| 
pudiate the scheme, for she is not a party to'it, 
but it is not to be imagined that she will ‘be 
0 shorisighted as to take that step, which 
for reasons stated in the frst paragraph of 
this article would recoil on her own head.| 
‘The assurance of the service of the foreign 
Joans will maintain China's credit abroad, 
a matter of infinite importance to her when’ 
this unhappy conflict comes to an end and 
she seeks to find the money necessary for 
the purpose of rehabilitation. ‘The trading| 
communities in those areas will welcome this| 
adjustment as tending towards the restoration| 
of, the authority gf the Customs, the! 
stoppage of smuggling, and the inculeation of| 
a system of general fair play which has been

cstimate that with a similer speedy develop- 
‘ment a complete rehabilitation will not take 
fan unduly Jong time. It may be expected 
to take a number of decades, but that will be 
a short. period in the history which this 
Journal Armly believes Shanghai has in front 
of it. 
‘There is one cause for anxiety shown in the 
report and that concerns the growth in the 
number of factories in the western area with

fortable fact that there are now 221 factories,

LONG FIGHT AHEAD 
May 7. 

Whatever may be the real truth concerning 
the situation around Hsuchowfu, regarding, 
which the Chinese and Japanese’ claims are 
So greatly at variance, it is clear that the| 
Japanese advance in that locality has been| 
efinitely held up, and there is the possibility 
that the Chinese ‘have succeeded in making 
‘the advances which they claim. ‘The push! 
down the Peking-Hankow Railway has also’ 
‘been delayed, and, though the Japanese have 
‘succeeded in driving the main Chinese armies | 
‘out of Shansi, they do not yet appear to be 
in any position permitting them to endeavour 
to force the passage of the Yellow River. 
Andeed, the whole front from Chengchow to| 
Hysuchowfu may be said to be in a state of] 
Stalemate, with main activity in southern 
Shantung in which, at the very least, it is 
certain that the Japanese have not been 
having it all their own way. The world is! 
seeing in the defence of Hsuchowfu a repeti- 
tion of the gallant struggle which the Chinese. 
put up against the better equipped Japanese 
forces around Shanghai last year, and the| 
Chinese armies operating in that area are! 
giving the Government a much valued breath~ 
ing space in which to prepare those new 
forces with which they intend to continue 
their resistance against the Japanese invaders. 
Chinese describe the tactics which have been 
adopted in North China with the term “Yu- 
hul" a combination of frontal and guerilla 
warfare, ‘Thus when a Chinese unit finds it 
difficult to check the Japanese at any one| 
point, it does not retire entirely, and, instead of 
retreating as a unit, splits into three sections, 
two passing to the flanks as they fall back 
Jeaving a very small force to meet the frontal 
‘attack, "Then as opportunity presents itself 
the two flanks Inunch counter-attacks on the| 
advancing Japanese troops, It is claimed by 
the Chinese that thus they have been able to| 
threaten the rear of the Japanese units. It is} 
alleged that these tactics have been respon- 
sible for the splitting of the Japanese forces] 
north-east of Hsuchowfu. 

‘While all this is going on, and the Japanese| 
timetable considerably slowed down, a new 
Chinese army is rapidly being formed. The! 
Kwangsi_troops operating on the Tientsin- 
Pukow Railway are being reinforced by 
Several newly trained and well-equipped 
divisions, Divisions are being. formed in 
‘Yunnan ta join the armies in the north, while: 
General Pei Chung-hsi, Minister of Military 
training, is concentrating upon creating a new | 
army in'Hunan and Kiangsi, In the meantime 
reports are current that Szechuan troops will 
‘be despatched to reinforce the line alonig the 
Lunghai Railway. ‘Thus after nine months of 
fighting the Chinese natlon shows no weaken- 
ing of the spirit in which it entered into] 
hostilities, but rather evinces a determination 
to fight it out to the bitter end. That point] 
appears to be recognized by Vice-Admiral 
Kiyoshi Hasegawa, who in an interview 
granted to the press on his, return to 
TDokyo, is reported to have said that, “Sino~ 
‘Japanese trade or post-war rehabilitation will 
remain to be of a secondary importance until 
Japan gains vietory,” while he is also reported 
to have said: “Japan must. mobilize all 
available resources to overthrow the Chiang 
Kai-shek administration.” Any ideas which’ 
certain Japanese circles originally had of 2 
speedy defeat of the Chinese armies must by 
now have lang been dismissed. The Chinese| 
never expected a short war, and the struggle| 
is now developing into a contest between men 
and material, and between the resources of| 
the two nations. It is impossible at this| 
juncture to ascertain how much the fighting] 
is costing China, though it may be safely as-| 
sumed that the cost is by no means light. 




















With regard to Japan it is possible to secure| 
jcompleter information and in the words of 
Mr. Kaya, Finance Minister for Japan, it Is 
plain that his country is engaged upon a 
larger seale than it has ever been before. 
Comparisons are generally useful and Mr. 
Kaya makes an important one. ‘The Sino- 
Japanese War cost Japan Yen 250,000,000. 
Japan's engagement with Russia put her to 
the expense of no less than Yen 1,980,000,000, 
while in. these =presént hostilities the ‘ex- 
penditure so far approved by the Japanese 
Diet amounts to no less than Yen 7,400,000,000. 

And the end is not yet in sight. Japanese 
armies have more or less occupied’ large 
tracts of Chinese territory—the qualifiation| 
is necessary, because though Japan has pene-| 
‘rated deeply. into the land, its armies have 
not yet been able to clear ‘up behind them, 
as witness the guerilla warfare—but it has by’ 
no means succeeded in achieving the real 
purpose of war. She has not yet imposed 
her will upon China, and from all the evidence 
at present available it may still be a very: 
considerable time before that is done, if ever. 
Hence the recent passage in Japan of the 
National Mobilization Law. What was to be 
lightly regarded as another of those successful 
raids upon Chinese territory, has developed 
into a most serious struggle, and the small 
matter of the rape of a few northern provinces 
has involved Japan in a contest the effects 
of which—whether she succeeds ultimately or| 
not—may prove very serious for her. It 
‘would be foolish to endeavour to discount the 
present attitude of the Japanese people to the| 
struggle. ‘Travellers returning from Japan| 
emphasize that the people are suffering con- 
siderable hardship by reason of these 
hostilities. That does not influence their de- 
{termination to prosecute this war to the end. 
But the effect of this increase of national 
indebtedness and the inevitable increase in 
taxation must eventually leave its mark on 
the economic life of the nation. It has been| 
slated that Japan could afford to spend as| 
much as Yen 50,000,000,000 on a war. That 
may be true, but the effect of any such ex- 
penditure would have a disastrous effect upon 
the whole structure of the nation. At present 
the Diet has contemplated the expenditure 
‘of rather more than one-seventh of that sum, 
bout, I the hostilities are as protracted as the| 
Chinese at present are determined they shall 
be, that amount may be doubled or trebled| 
before the end is reached. In all this Moscow! 
must find much comfort, and the heavy- 
featured man sitting on the red walls of the 
Kremlin must smile a sardonic smile as he 
watches Japan fighting Russia's battle for him. 








FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 
May 9. 


‘A most important case regarding  the| 
freedom of the Press has recently been| 
decided in England under the Official Secrets| 
Acts, when the Stockport magistrates fined a 
reporter £5 under the Act for refusing to 
divulge the source of certain information he 
had acquired. ‘The case was appealed, and 
the magistrate's decision was upheld, and now | 
the fight has been taken to Parliament in an| 
endeavour to have the Act amended. The! 
facts of the case are very simple. On June! 
17, 1937, the “Daily Dispatch” published a 
article headed “Frauds on Workers Alleged; 
Warrant for Man with Scar.” The article| 
contained an almost exact reproduction of 
confidential police document circulated on 
June 14, by the Chief Constable of Southport | 
to other forces. Mr. S. H. Booth, managing 
editor of the “Daily Dispatch,” under strong 
protest, supplied the name of the writer of 
the article, a Mr. B.D. Lewis, and the police 
then asked him the source of his information. 
This, in accordance with the traditions of his} 
profession, the reporter declined to divulge. 
Police Court proceedings followed, the sum~ 
mons alleging that Mr. Lewis failed to give 
‘on demand information in his possession 
relating to a suspected offence under Section 
2 of the Oficial Secrets Acts, 1911, contrary 
to Section Gof the Official Secrets Acts, 1920. 
‘Mr. Lewis was fined, appealed against the 
decision and lost. It has to be emphasized 
that the Information which Mr. Lewis had, 
‘and still has for that matter, amounted to no 
more than that the police were searching for! 
particular man against whom there were 
certain charges, a most ordinary piece of| 
news, involving in no way the safety of the| 
nation—for that is what the two Official 
Secrets Acts are designed to protect—and an| 
item similar to a thousand and one others| 
which find their way into the press as an| 
ordinary daily uecurrence. The decision of 
the Court of Appeal in this matter is prob-| 
ably a correct interpretation of the law as it! 
stands at present, but it has to be pointed! 
‘out that its application to, the Press was not 
contemplated by the Government which. 
‘succeeded in passing the Act of 1920. 

‘This is clearly proved by a statement of| 
the then Attorney General—now  Lord| 
Hewart, Lord Chief Justice—when the Bill 
was before the House of Commons in that 
year, He is reported to have said: 

‘May I add one word more upon a particular| 
kind of objection which, oddly enough. has 
sometimes been taken to this Bill? It is said| 
that this Bill deals with the Press. ‘That is| 

a very astonishing statement, and it is very] 

Strange that persons connected with the Press| 

should say that this Bill deals with them. 

It is quite clear that the Attorney General 
did not think that the Aet would apply to the 














Press, and particularly in such a trivial case! 
as the one which has just been decided, and 
it is more than probable that assurance, which 
was then given to the House of Commons, 
contributed largely to the passage of the 
measure. But the legislator proposes and 
the bureaucrat disposes, and, with so widely 
‘a drawn proviston, it has been made possible 
to apply the act to mere trivialities. It may| 
be true that every official document is a seeret 
of state, That appears to have been the at 
titude taken up by the Chief Constable and’ 
the magistrates and ultimately the appeal| 
court. But if this view is to prevail then an 
unwarrantable and unconscionable restriction| 
hhas been laid upon the normal activities of 
the Press, which would, if carried to the 
logical outcome, enable even minor officials to 
shroud their work with a vell of secrecy 
which the bureaucrat so dearly loves. “Much 
of the information which appears in the 
average newspaper is obtained from sources 
which would immediately be closed were the: 
traditional policy of preserving complete 
secrecy to be thrown overboard. The Act| 
was designed to protect the interests of the 
State. It dates from the height of the pre 
war spy fever, and was intended to protect 
military and naval secrets and matters. ‘That 
it should be used as it has in this case to 
cover purely police information is a monstrous 
perversion of its original purpose. 

It is understood that the government has] 
been asked to consider the advisibility of 
amending the Act in such a manner as to 
remove this restriction upon the liberties of 
the Press, and ‘there is a possibility that if 
the Government refuses to move in the 
‘matter, Mr, Dingle Foot (Dundee) and other 
members of Parlament will consider the in- 
troduction of an amending bill under the 10- 
minute rule, Obviously something will have 
to be done in the matter, for, whatever the! 
original intentions of the Government were, 
the fact has now been made plain that the 
Act in question can be applied in a manner 
calculated to repress the full activity of the 
press, and prevent that free discussion of 
public matters which alone can act as an 
efficient corrective of the present day official 
trend towards a tight-lipped bureaucracy, the! 
dangers of which have already been referred 
to by British judges on more than one occasion 
in the comparative recent past. The duty of 
the journalist is quite clear. If he comes into 
possession of information showing that the| 
Security and safety of the nation is being 
imperilled, itis not only his duty not to refuse 
to give the necessary information to the ap- 
propriate authorities, but actually to 
volunteer it. On the other hand he should 
be entitled to refuse to divulge his sources of 
information with regard to such news as has 
no special State significance, for as the 
Birmingham “Daily Mait" very rightly says:—| 
“The craft of reparting—already difficult] 
enough in this age of continually increasing| 
‘encroachments on Press freedom—is becom~ 
ing a bugbear, and to stultify the service 
which the Press can render to the public is in 
turn to deprive the public of the right of full 
Knowledge and free discussion.” Whether 
‘Mr, Dingle Foot succeeds in getting the Act| 
amended or not, the public may rest assured 
that the British journalist will insist upon 
his rights in the matter, even if it costs as 
much as £5 a time. It is not the first time 
the Press have had to fight against this form 
of repression, and it may be readily believed 
that it will ‘not lose the battle for fear of 
‘fighting. 


THE WEEK AT GENEVA 
May 10. 


Yesterday commenced a momentous week: 
In the history of the League of Nations, and 
it is expected that the decisions which will be 
reached during this present session will have| 
[far-reaching effects, Quite the most important| 
matter will be the question of the recognition 
of the Italian Empire in Abyssinia, but the| 
subject of Swiss neutrality and the latest] 
Chinese complaint regarding Japan's “be-' 
haviour in China will also provide much food 
for thought and discussion, In connection 
with the latter Mr. Victor Hoo, permanent! 
Chinese delegate to the League has delivered 
a Note to M. Avenol, enumerating the various| 
events which have occurred since his ‘last| 
message of October 27, of last year, and deals 
with the “bombing and indiscriminate killing 
of Chinese non-combatants as well as other 
‘outrages perpetrated by the Japanese farces.” 
It is not to be expected that any particular 
action will be taken by the League Council 
in the matter, and the Note will probably be} 
accepted more as a matter of record than as 
‘demanding special treatment, which in view 
of all the circumstances would seem to be 
impracticable, It might be possible to pass 
a resolution condemning the Japanese for 
thelr practices in China, concerning which, 
unhappily, there is an overwhelming amount! 
of evidence available, but that such a resolu- 
tion would have any real effect is more than 
a little doubtf:l. Japan's present attitude 
Is to ignore the League and all its works, and 
there is the danger that if any such resolution 
were passed, it would not only have no 
beneficial effect, but might very likely do 
considerable harm, ‘The advisable method 
seems to be for the Note to be tabled and 














left at that, for, so long as the League can 
do nothing about these matters, the less it 
attempts to do the better for the prospects of 
its future existence. It is, of course, re- 
grettable that this should be the present state 
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of affairs, but it is imperative that the League 
should be brought to a realization of its own 
imitations, and that for the time being, at 
least, it should refrain trom making decisions 
which can have no practical application. 

‘The question of the integral neutrality of 
‘Switzerland is an important matter in. the 
eyes of that country. In effect Switzerland 
hhas notified the League that while she desires 
to remain a member she will not associate 
herself with any action of the League 
calculated to deprive her of that neutrality 
which has been a traditional feature of her 
foreign policy, and upon which the safety of 
the small republic has been consistently 
based, ‘There appears to be no reason why 
the League should not accept the proposition 
which is thus raised. It does not matter for 
what reason, the fact remains that the.League 
has been able to do nothing particularly 
effective with regard to the various crises 
which have been brought to its notice. The 
Swiss government naturally. realizes that if 
adequate protéction could not be given to 
other member states there is no reason to 
believe that Switzerland would be any more 
happily placed in this respect. It is untor- 
tunate that the Swiss ‘request should come 
just at a time when with regard to other 
‘matters the League is being asked to reverse 
one of its decisions, and that the important 
one regarding the recognition of the Italian. 
conquest of Abyssinia, ‘The contention made 
in a pamphlet published by Ethiopian interests 
in London is not of any great merit, and may 
bbe regarded together with the reported in« 
tention of the Ethiopian delegates to attend 
the sessions of the Council, not so much a9 a 
maneuvre having any real prospects of 
suceess, but solely for the purpose of embar= 
rassing'the Powers who are striving to put an 
end to a state of affairs which is as dangerous 
as it is inconvenient, If indeed it is true that 
resistance is still being shown the Ttallan 
armies of occupation in Abyssinia there is 
nothing to show that it is a resistance cap. 
able of eventually winning the country back 
for the Ethiopians, or calculated in any way 
to minimize the control which the Italians 
fare now exercising. ‘The military state of the 
two contending forces is something which 
has to be regarded with a purely realistic 
eye, and that realism requires that the peace 
‘of Europe shall not be imperilied by obstinacy 
‘over a matter which by now has only the 
vestiges of importance, 

‘The fact that a substantial number of 
nations, still members of the League, have 
already extended recognition to the Italian 
conquest, enables the motion giving all mem- 
bers freedom of action in the matter to be 
put forward, This does, of course, savour of 
altering decisions, because they have already 
been breached, but that is not the only 
paradox to be found in a situation which 
certainly deserves an early clearing up, It 
remains. to be seen whether either the Chinese 
or the Russian delegations seek to raise any 
difficulties in the matter. They have an 
‘opportunity of doing so it they desire, but it 
is generally believed that they will refrain 
from pursuing any policy which woud serve 
to complicate matters any more than they 
fare now. ‘The present affords an opportunity 
for the League ta show a degree of elasticity 
which has been so lamentably lacking in the 
past. Undoubtedly the rigid system of 
political logic which it sought to follow, con= 
{tributed largely tawards bringing about the 
schisms which have deprived the League of 
much of Its effectiveness. It is now being 
asked to assume some degree of flexibility 
such as the passage of this motion calls for. 
Unfortunately in the nature of things it is 
almost impossible to secure finality of decision 
for all time. Undoubtedly when the resolu 
tion refusing to recognize the Italian conquest 
of Ethiopia was passed, it was hoped that it 
would have some sort of restraining effect 
Upon the Italian Government, If there were 
any such hope it has by now completely 
vanished, and with the rapid change of con~ 
ditions new considerations have arisen which 
demand the reversal of a decision which, it 
should have been apparent from the very first, 
need not necessarily have about it all the 
salid requirements for a permanent ruling.

Nevertheless all it amounts to is the argument 
that it is only by continual compromise be- 
tween the nations that it is possible to bring 
about any reasonable degree of security. For 
that reason the passage of the proposed 
‘motion, unpalatable as it will undoubtedly be 
to some people, has to be accepted as a real 
contribution towards general appeasement, 
and it is a very grave denial of real values 
to insist that any service would be done to 
the cause of peace by adhering to a decision 
of purely academic importance,

Tn ils comment on the Anglo-Japanese ar- 
vangoment regarding the Chinese Maritime 
Customs, in this issue of this journal anti- 
clpated ‘that the Chinese Government would 
alse objections, They were naturally to. be 
expected, but if they are no, more serious than 
those reported from London, then it is reason- 
‘able to expect that the Chinese Government 
will do nothing to nullify what has been 
ranged. The word “agreement” has in. the 
editorial comment of this journal been earetully 
avoided. “There is no such thing. As a result 
(of Fepresentations which have been made to. I, 
the Japanese Government has informed the 
h Government of what it intends to do 
with regard to the provision of quotas, ‘from 
the ports under its control. for the serviec of 
the forelgn loans secured | upon the Customs 
Fevenue. “That information has proved accept 
able ‘to Britain, and, it is understood, certain 
other Powers are not opposed to what Japan 
hhas promised 0 do. It Is a plece of common 
sense diplomacy, and as such something de- 
Nghttully refreshing in times when 30 little of 
that quality has been displayed. It follows 
that there is in fact no diplomatic recognition 
f the Japanese control of the Customs revenues. 
Jn the eight ports of north China referred. to. 
‘There ig recognition of the fact that revenues 
‘out of which funds for the’ servied of China's 
foreign loans are, so far as those ports are con 
cerned, rightly or wrongly in Japanese hands, 
and the British Government had every right 
In view of Japanese assurances concern 
neutral foreign interests, to demand to know 
what was being done for their protection. The 
Japanese have replied in terms already known 
‘This answers also the contention that no provi 
sions have been made for the servicing of 
Chinese domestic loans. ‘That was a matter 
Into which the British Government. could not 
enter, and, if it had, woulé have reecived only 
one reply. In the elrcumstances it is regrettable 
that the description of the exchange of notes 
fas an agreement has been allowed to stand 
‘There never was any question of agreeing. In 
the matter, but merely. an acceptance of what 
Japan is prepared to do. Nevertheless it should 
bbe emphasized that any step by China calculated 
to viliate what has already been done will be 
fraught with considerable” danger. Tt is. Im- 
perative that the Customs service built up dur- 
ing the greater part of a century should be 
preserved for the future. “Should it’ be now 
Aestroyed it might take decades to reconstruct, 
while Chinese opposition to the present ar= 
rangement is by no means likely to improve 
the Government's credit in places where It 
moat desires It

"Chinese reports of alleged victories 
near Tiierchwang widely broadcast 
abroad are entirely false,” the state- 
ment declared.

Chiang Kal-shek's administration.

Following the arrival of 2,000 Japan- 
‘se reinforcements; a Chinese military 
‘communique declares, the Japanese in 
north-east Talerchwang are launching 
attacks on Chinese positions. in the 
vicinity of “Hsinlungtsi and Ying 
chwang, “but the Chinese lines: 
hitherto remain intact: 

The Chinese Command is now.

After rendering first aid treatment, 
the wounded are sent to fleld hos: 
pitals, where the serious cases are 
‘tlended {o, As soon as the men are 
na condition to travel they are sent 
to base hospitals, 

‘The wounded from the war fronts 
in the Yangtze River area are sent to 
base hospitals in Kiangsi provinee, 
Dr. Yen explained. Those from the 
‘Tientsin-Pukow and Pelping-Hankow 
Railway fronts go. to. Hupeh and 
Hunan. provinees,. while those. trom 
the fronts in Shansi and Sulyuon are 
despatched to Shensi, 

‘Dr. Yen says that 10 per cont, of 
tho wounded soldiers ‘dle before they 
reach the base hospitals, where. the 
‘death rate is only 4.1 per cent, Sixty 
per cent, of the injured men sent to 
the base hospitals have already been 
‘cured and discharged, and 00 per 
cent of those discharged have re- 
Joined thelr original regiments at the| 
front, he continued. 

‘Although 0 per cent, of the work 
is done by the Chinese Government 
‘Army. Medical Corps, Dr, ‘Yen em- 
phasizes the valuable assistance given 
by foreign mission hospitals, the Red 
Gross, the Red Swastika Society and 
others. ‘The Red Cross, he says, has 
50 teams. ‘These comprise operating. 
ambulance and. dressing units with 
Volunteer doctors and nurses, and the 
Red Cross has decided to double this 
hhumber shortly. “There are 40 mission 
hospitals with 3,859 beds scattered 
Ghroushout eight provinees, and also 
40 foreign doctors’ who attend ehieay 
to the seriously wounded. 


Forelgn Missions lp 


As the military hospitals must move 
from place to place and as the mille 
tary. situation makes the moving of 
the seriously wounded dangerous, 
foreign mission hospitals give valu: 
ible assistance. 

"As the war continues, Dr. Yen de- 
clares, more personnel and medical 
supplies are needed. The Chinese 
Government has, therefore, established 
‘a-tvaining school at Changsha to teach 
Goetors and nurses for the first aid 
‘ors. 

‘The transportation of the wounded 
from the first-aid stations to the feld 
hospitals and thence to the base hos 
pitals is handled by the “rear service 
department,” which is also In charse 
‘of the transportation of troops and 
supplies and is thus in the best nosi- 
tion to arrange for transportation 
facilities. ‘The Christian Federation 
has just organized units to help the 
wounded during transit by arrangint 
diressings and supplying bedding and, 
other comforts for those waiting, for 
traing or steamers:

In December the Industrial Seetion 
reported that 905 industrial establish 
ments in the Settlement areas north

‘speaking Chinese enterprise in the 
Eastern district has not yet been per-

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IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY - 


Shanghai, May 9. 

‘Very naturally, the problem of! 
“Russians and non-Russlans” always 
occupies the minds of Russians in 
emigration. This is especially true of 
Shanghai,” where representatives’ of 
many nationalities live in colonies, 
retaining their national traits and 
pecullarities; with all colonies living 
together, yet each with a life of its 
‘own. Excluding the Russian “old- 
timers" who were settled here be- 
fore the Revolution and who year 
by year are growing scarce in 
number, the great majority of local 
Russian’ residents—comparative new- 
comers as they are—remember full 
‘well that. they: arrived: in Shanghai 
Jn the status” of uninvited guests. 
‘They realize that they have no men- 
of-war on the Whangpoo, no banks 
‘with long traditions behind them, 
not even Consular protection. 

But the existence in Shanghal of 
two Russian regiments—one in the 
Settlement, the other im the French 
Coneession—both engaged in presery- 
Ing law and order, together with the 
hundreds of Russians now serving in 
the police and Fire Brigade of the 
two concessions and working as 
Wank-watchmen and bodykuards, 
‘breeds the ‘consciousness that after 
20 years of emigration Russians in 
Shonghai are contributing no smaller 
‘@ share than other colonies towards 
the general welfare of the city. And 
the ‘fact that during the events of 
Jost August Russians refrained from 
evacuating elsewhere, remaining at 
their posts and often endangering 
their lives thereby, the fact that 
Instead of leaving’ Shanghai with 
thelr families they called their 
families to Shanghai from the 
various summer resorts—all this 
séems to prove that among that 
element which Mr. Edwin Haward 
recently described in London as 
evineing fortitude, calm and faith in 
Shanghai's future, Russians occupy 
position far. from last. ‘That is 
why Russians, in their mass, make 
ho preparation to leave Shanghai, 
convinced that Shanghai's Russian 
colony will exist as long as the city 
Itself, and are further resolved thi 
should ‘any new constitution be pr 
mulgated in the future—say, one 
which would embrace the clauses of 
Judge “Feetham's  Report—Russians 
‘must enjoy a status equal in every 
respect to that of all other foreigners 

‘But this Js in Shanghai, How a 
Russians faring in other countries, 
other parts of the world ? In answer 
te this Russians would say with no 
hesitation that only in Jugoslavia 
were they met after the Revolution 
fan they would have liked to have 
‘been met. Or. to put it differently— 
‘and’ more historieally  correet—only 
in Jugoslavia were Russians met how 
they themselves always met foreign- 
ers in Russia, Sound out any for- 
elgner, whatever his nationality, 
who spent soveral years in Russia 
before the Revolution; all will bear 
out the statement that they lived as 
fat home. ‘They were inconvenienced 
by no restrictions; on the contrary— 
they met with attention, support and 
help greater, at times, than that ac- 
corded to native citizens, 


Foreigners In Russia 


‘The belief still exists in Europe 
‘and America thot foreigners wore 
‘first invited to Russia by Peter the 
Great. ‘This, of course, Is something 
of a fallacy. Foreigners were always 
welcomed in Russia. with open arms. 
Even during the baptism of the 
country into. the Orthodex religion 
925 years ago, the Greeks overran 
the capital of Kiev. In the reign of 
Ivan the Terrible in the XVI century 
English merchants were granted  s0| 
many exemptions and discounts that 
Russian merchants. themselves rose 
Up against this practice; but the wise 
if terrible—Tsar kept firmly to his. 
policy of promoting trade with, 
Burope, Tt Js true that after shaking | 
hands with a foreign “Ambassador, 
‘Tsar Alexei Mikhailoviteh, the frst 
of the Romanoffs, promptly put his| 
right hand ina special basin of water 
and wiped it clean with a towel— 
‘but this was done for purely reli- 
gious reasons. In the sphere of re- 
igion foreigners, may” have been 
‘deemed “unclean,” but economically 
thelr arrival and’ residence in Russia 
‘was welcomed in every way. The 
‘migration Into Russia from ali parts 
‘of Europe in the days of Peter the| 
Great and“"Catherine I—that is, 
throughout the length of the 18th 
centiry—is a. matter of common 
Knowledge; and during the French 
Revolution half the exiled aristocrats 
came to the kingdom of the Tsar 
All these foreigners were immediate 
ly extended every chance to live and 
flourish. ‘They ‘were appointed to 
Government posts. They were made 
Governors, Governors-General, Gen- 
evals and even Marshals of the| 
Russian Army. They became pro- 
fessors In universities, medical prac- 
Aitjoners, built churches, palaces, 
wharfs, ‘and were close to the Im-

perlal Court. "They were awarded 
not only. medals but were given 
estates and titles of the Russian 


Empire, Even as late as the begin- 
ning of our 20th century, right up 
to the Revolution of 1917, there were 
Whole Ministries about which it was 
jokingly sald that they were selzed 
by one or another nationality. Thus 
the majority of higher posts in the 
Ministry of Communications were 
‘occupied by Poles; i the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs a big. percentage 
‘was constituted by Germans, while 
the Minister of the Imperial, Court 
was the aged Count Fredericks. 
This, it should be stressed, did not 
arise from a lack of able and talent- 
‘@0 men in Russia itself; its sole ex- 
Planation “is the ‘ussan, hospitality 
that gave enc every a 
plete equality. of chances, Besides, 
Russions by nature like strangers. 
No Russian frm, whether o hundred 
years ago or today, wou!

A Notable Visitor : 

Mr. V, O. Klemm, one of the oldest 
representatives of the Russian Foreign 
Office before the Revolution, is stop 
ping Kor several days in Shanghal on 
Ris way to Berlin from Pelping. Mr. 
Klemm has quite an Interesting 
feareer behind him. Forty years ago’ 
he was the representative. of the 
Russian Empire in Bukhara, for six 
‘years was Consul-General in ‘Bombay, 
then held the post of Director of the 
Central Aslatie Department. In the 
government of Admiral Koltchak he 
‘Was. Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs 
with residence in Vladivostok, while| 
for the last .17 years he has been 
living in Peiping in the premises of 
the former Austrian Legation. Last 
year, Mr. Klemm headed the Emi- 
Grants’ Committee in that eity, and 
“already under new  authorities— 
‘organized the registration of resident 
Russians, In an interview with the 
ocal Russian press, Mr. Klemm 
noted that emigrants 'in Peking now 
have thelr Russian House—the centre 
‘of social life—as well as a coopera 
{ive store which helps them combat 
‘the present rise in prices. Mr. Klemm 
and his wife are en route to Berlin 
where thelr son is studying astro~ 
omy. 

‘The detailed press account of the 
service held last week in the Trinity 
Cathedral at the suggestion of Dean 
‘Trivett, deeply impressed the Russian 
colony. ‘The solemnity of the ser~ 
vice, the participation (in addition 
to Dean Trivett) of Bishop Curtis, 
‘and Rev. Ottwell, the warm words

meeting .opened Mr. How expressed sympathy on behalf of the 
meeting to the family of the late Mr. T. K. Yung who served as 
director since the organization of the corporation six years ago. 


In presenting the Accounts, Balance 
Sheet and Director's Report of 1937, 
‘the chairman stated that the effect 


of the unprecedented destruction as a5. 


result of the present hostilities" on 
insurance business is most telling. 
He commented on the many problems| 
that confront the insurance business 
fat present. He stated. that “whole- 
sale’ cancellations of current policies 
were asked by insured following the 
fall of every city wherein we operate, 
Although under the circumstances 
we were happy to be released trom 
all possible liabilities in this way, 
the heavy outlay of return premium 
‘made very serious inroads into our 
ineome.” 
Marine Insurance 

Speaking of Marine Insurance he 
stated that, the coastal blockade and 
‘disruption "of railways and. canal 
trafic brought domestic trade in the 
‘war areas to a standstill. Although 
the foreign shipping companies. are| 
doing thelr part In trying to keep 
the trade routes open, the movement 
of cargo is but a small fraction of| 
pre-war days. Such marine insur- 
‘ance as was available was largely 
‘on foreign controlled shipments and 
we had very little business on 
Coastal or Yangtse River shipments. 
‘The dumping of cargo at the various 
deviated ports following the opening 
‘of hostilities in Shanghai, resulted 
in innumerable claims due to insut- 
ficient packing or inadequate hand- 
ing. 

‘Oiher matters concerning _ insur- 
ance business were also reported by | 
‘Mr, How. He commented on tarif 
control and government legislation 

‘Translations 

He referred to the rendition of 
insurance policies into the Chinese 
Tanguage under the auspices of the 
Shanghai Insurance Association. He 
reported that all fire and motor car| 
insurance policy conditions, war- 
ranties, wordings and endorsements 
were ‘successfully translated — into 
Chinese and submitted to other 
Associations concerned for comment. 
Efforts are now being made to| 
translate marine policies. He _was| 
convinced that Chinese insurance| 
companies could never full their| 
proper funetion in the economic and 
nancial development of China when 
policies had to be issued in a foreign 
Tanguage whieh ‘the majority of in- 
sured is unable to read, not to say 
understand.

Ewo and Yangtszepoo Mills, situa 
ed in the Eastern District, were 
forced to close down on the 13th 
August owing to the impossibility

the Power Company were fempor- 
arly compelled to curtail supplies 
fof current for industrial purposes 
‘This Mill however resumed work on 
the Gth September and hag been 
in operation ever since. ‘Towards the 
fend of October hostilities in the areu 
‘adjacent to the Mill did not deter 
four Staff, either Foreign or Chines 
from carrying on their duties sus 

Unfortunately it was not found 
possible to resume operations at EWO 
and Yangtszepoo Mills before the 
[close of our Finanelal year, but 1 am 
pleased 0 inform you that adequate 
‘measures were taken for the main- 
‘tenance of machinery which, -con- 
sidering what might have occurred, 
hag suffered little through lying idle, 

‘On the night of the 18th September 
ond again during early hours of the 
Bist October, a number of bombs. 
were dropped on Ewo Mill during 
sir raids. Small fires resulted from 
the bombing on both these nights, but 
thanks to our Sikh watchmen, ‘who 
were immediately on the scene, the 
Gres were kept well under control 
‘on each occasion until the arrival of 
the Fire Brigade. I cannot speak 100 
hhighly of the manner in which. our 
Indian watchman ‘so loyally served. 
the Company's’ interests throughout 
those difficult and hazardous days, 

‘A number of small shells, and 
|tragments of shells, also landed within 
the Mills compounds during the early 
days of the hostilities, but fortunately 
{caused damage of a superficial nature 
fenly. 

T caninot let this opportunity pass 
‘by without making special mention 
of the prompt and efficient service 
‘we received from the Fire Brigade 
‘at a time when their resources were 
‘teing severely taxed, 

‘Our request, towards the last week 
in August, for Police protection at 
Ewo and’ Yangiszepoo Mills was 
Feadily granted and we are most 
Erateful to those OMeers and men 
Who carried out their duties under 
such trying conditions in the best 
traditions of the Force. 

Finally, T should like to express my’ 
warmest ‘thanks to the Staff of the 
[Shanghai Waterworks for the cour- 
tesy extended to all members of our 
Foreign Staff and for the help they 
rendered us throughout the period of 
hostilities in the Yangtszepoo district.

[Kipling wrote doggerel, “Mere ideas 
‘and words” are not’ poctry, but 
fdeas are indispensable, Poetry 
without ideas may be pretty, but it 
|g dead. Shelley is sometimes ver-| 
}bose, sometimes even clumsy, it is 
Jalmest. as though sometimes he 
feouldn't be bothered to go through| 
what he wrote and polish it off, but| 
Shelley lives because of his ideas. 
Somehow the spirit of the man| 
shines through his verse. Tt seems| 
that he was" bursting with  ideas| 
jwhich had to find expression.

Joffences he applies a_calm seientife 
treatment which so carries with it 
ts own justification that the subject| 
‘may feel but cannot resent or re-| 
taliate, We venture to hope that his. 
‘own quiet example will accomplish 
‘much more in the way of a return to) 
{the true unchangeable ideals than any| 
amount of polemical writing. 

May we respectfully suggest that} 
Me. D. M. Cours somewhat over~ 
estimates the value of doggerel and| 
further that his sense for the word|

God only knows what results the 
pending  Italo-German parleys will 
bring, but, despite the two Dictators 
probable efforts to pacify the situa- 
ion. in Czechoslovakia, which is the| 
most dangerous spot in Europe at] 
present, the Sudetic Germans’ auto-| 
omy movement, if mishandled by the| 
Czech statesmen, will develop into a| 
civil war which ‘may overshadow the 
Spanish Civil war in its scope and 
‘complications. 

Indeed Europe is now facing the 
‘gravest situation since the Great War. 
Now supposing that the Sudeten 
probiem will precipitate the European | 
feriels to its ultimate fate, can Great, 
Britain keep aloof from ‘the second| 
Great War? Probably not. 

‘During the Great War of 1914 
thanks to the Anglo-Japanese Alliance, 
the Far East could enjoy order and| 
tranquillity, and British national in- 
terest was perfectly protected by the: 
Japanese navy. In case another war 
Should occur to” whom is Great, 
Britain going to entrust the protec- 
tlon of her shipping in the Oriental 
waters? “To Chiang Kal-shek’s gov- 
ernment? Tt has no navy. During| 
the war India was disturbed, and| 
Britain could only succeed in quelling| 
the rioting by the collaboration of 
the Japanese Marines. Can the Kuo-| 
miniang Government do ft at another| 
occurrence of rioting? 

‘Any English statesman of political 
‘acumen who could see the naturé of| 
the present grave crisis in Europe,|

Irish Freedom Certain 


Commons Pass Second Reading of Anglo-Eire 
Agreement Bill Without Division 


London, May 6. 


HE Bill confirming the Anglo-Eire Agreement was read for 
the-second time in the House of Commons yesterday without 


a division. 


In moving the second reading, the Prime Minister, 


Mr, Neville Chamberlain, said that it would be necessary to search 
a very long way through Parliamentary history to find another 
occasion on which it had been possible, in a single week, to ask 
the House to approve two agreements with othér countries (Eire 
and Italy)’ both of which marked the termination of long and 


painful differences. 


Both agreements, he continued, illustrated the fact that dis- 
putes, even when carried to. the extreme limit of acrimonious 
discussion, could, nevertheless, be settled by peaceful negotiation, 


if only there were a spirit of 
sides. 

Reviewing the history of Anglo- 
Irish differences over ‘a perlod of 
many years, Mr. Chamberlain said he 
thought that the vast majority, of 
people in Great Britain regretted 
those differences and disputes, which 
Inadl separated them from the’ people 
of what had formerly been the Irish 
Free Stale. 

Coming to the conference in 1932, 
whieh had led to no result, he de- 
clared that it was not until the Coat 
fond Cattle Agreement that-any ap- 
Dronch to an-amicable arrangement 
had: seemed possible, 


Dominions Secretary's Work 
1 wn in these circumstances that 
the Secretary of Stale for the Do- 
minions had begun to prepare the 
way by establishing personal rela- 
Hons first with Mr. J, H. Dulanty, the 
High Commissioner of Eire in Lon- 
don, and ater with Mr. Eamon de 
Valera, the Prime Minister. 
Mr. Chamberlain paid high tribute 
fo the work of Mr, Malcolm Mac- 
donald, Secretary of State for the 
Dominions, observing that the con- 
versations, which had terminated in 
stiecest, could never have been begun 
but for his untiring patience and 
sympathetic understanding. 

‘When the time had arrived for the 
conversations the Government, the 
Prime Minister explained, was deter= 
mined to make its scope’ as wide as 
possible with a view to securing a 
Heneral agreement and to get com 
plete settlement on the four subjects 
demanded in the discussion. 


Agreement on, ‘Three Issues 


‘The subject of partition had to be 
laid aside after ‘both parties hod 
made their position clear, he con- 
Hnued, but agreements. had been 
reached on the other three—defenee. 
finanee and trade, 

‘After describing the trade agree 
ment, which, he said, might be con- 
sidered equally ‘beneficial to both 
parties, Mr, Chamberlain came to the 
fugreements on defence and finance. 

It could not be said, he admitted, 
for either of those agreements that, 
on the face of It, they constituted 
Hood agreements from the point of 
view of the United Kingdom, since 
oth of them made very large and 
Impressive concessions to Eire with 
out offering any corresponding ad- 
vontage in return, 

“Indeed,” he went on, “I sayy 
frankly, that if your are fo find any 
such advantages, you must look out 
side the agreement and seek those 
intangible, impenderable, but never~ 
theless invaluable frults, which have 
‘on various occasions in’the past, re 
warded liberal and unselfish acts of 
Renerosity by a great and powerful 
country towards a State weaker ond 
poorer than Hself.”

‘The docrees aim at making 
easler for firms to secure credit, 

‘The tourist industry, as one of the 
‘main. industries, will’ be helped by 
the reduction of railway fares and 
fa Feduetion In the cost of petrol for 
tourists staying more than six days, 
Petrol is being generally increased 
by approximately two-pence a gallon. 

‘A. report to. the President, |

Shows Worst Features of 


Democracy ; November Election Policies 
Front Oun Own Cometroxoere 


Washington, Mar. 29. 

While the German ‘army was 
marching inlo Austria, the leader of 
‘ne great “section ‘of American 
Sryanized labour Mr, John L. Lewis, 
stepped up to the microphone and 
addressed the British public by 
short-wave radio. His words were| 
not heard in the United States (ex- 
eepe by those who had short-wave 
sels-and happened to tune in) 50, 
that he was able to speak with une 
usual freedom, If British listenors 
expected that on such an occasion 
America’s most dynamic labour 
Teader would watt words of cheer 
feross the Atlantic and assure them 
of the solidarity of American and 
British labour in the faces of forces 
which might destroy both they were 
disappointed. 

‘They heard Mr. Lewis say “The 
fabrie of culture" which has boon 
built up by mankind through endur- 
Ing centuries of painful toil and 
sacrifice is menaced today as never 
before.” But he was not referring 
to the spread of ‘the Dictatorships’ 
spheres of influence. ‘They heard him 
add “America is menaced, not by a 
foreign foe that would ' storm its 
altlements but by the more fearful 
enemy of domestic strife and sava~ 
gery.” Ata time when the ideals, 
‘of democracies and dictatorships were 
being brought face to face. Mr. Lewis 
‘spent his time in showing the worst 
features -of the world's greatest de- 
moeraey. 

Stab In the Back 

‘Those in America who later read 
hhis “speech ‘felt. that. thelr country 
had been iiven a stab in the back. 
Mt was bad enough tha Mr, Lewis 
who had been doferred to by the 
New Deal Administration should 
show no gratitude and present a 
gloomy picture of Government 
failure, it was oven worse that he 
should’ cast doubt on the ability of 
democracy to meet the worlds press 
ing problems or provide an existence 
‘of reasonable comfort for those who 
‘supported It, 

“Hundreds of thousands of tho: 
people of this nation have tor years 
‘on years been exploited, oppressed 
and denied the exercise of those 
rights guarantecd to them under our 
Constitution. They have been little

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ORDINATION OF LAMAS 


By Twerax 


‘Tuden, my Tibetan teaéher, surprised me 
‘the other day, when he told me he had 
actually seen the Dalai Lama, I had an idea 
this was not easy so I was anxious to know| 
all about it and how it happened. One day| 
‘8 a young Ind in Lhasa he was taken by his| 
‘Tibetan teacher to Norbu Linga to receive| 
his ordination vows as a lama from the Dalai. 
Naturally the occasion is surrounded with| 
‘much solemnity and the young lad looks 
forward to the day when he will appear| 
before Tuden Jamtso and kneeling in his 
‘presence feels the sacred hand upon his head. 


As the Dalai gives and the young lad! 
receives his vow, Tuden Jamtso prays thus, 

‘May Jam-beh-yang protect you! May 
Jen-reh-zee protect you!” ‘The service is not 
Jong as others are wailing but each young, 
Jama rises with a new name and a new vow. 
in his heart to return to his distant home in’ 
some far corner of the Land of the Lamas. 
Everything attached to this ordination service 
is most solemn and reverent and done with| 
‘the purpose of creating a deep and, lasting 
impression. High dignitaries in Lhasa and 
‘the lama world are in attendance on the: 
Dalai and the fact that these young devotees 
‘are bowing before an incarnation of Jen-reh- 
zee fills them with fear and wonder, 

A young Tibetan boy goes up to Drebung, 
Sera’ or Galden very much as a young) 
English boy would go up to Rugby, Harrow 
‘or Eton, ‘These lamaseries take the place| 
of educational institutions and boys from| 
‘every part of the Land of the Lamas attend 
to further their education. In 
where there are 7700 lami 
numerous Kam-tsen, that is, houses represent-| 
ing a particular district and known as the| 
Minya, Jarong or Litang Houses. On entering, 
any particular one the boy is put under the 
veare of a Lobdin, that is, a teacher who is 
responsible for ‘his moral, religious and 
scholastic well being. 

Fortunately for the boy, immediately on’ 
‘nis arrival in Lhasa he comes into the com-| 
‘pany of those who are not entirely strangers] 
to him, Practically every one in the Minya 
House will, as a rule, come from Minya and 
some may ‘have come from his own native 
lamasery, village or encampment. In this 
congenial company he begins his studies 
under a tutor. In the Minya House he may! 
‘spend one, two or three years and during| 
that time, ‘if he 1s diligent and works hard, 
‘he will acquire: considerable knowledge in| 
the religion, literature and philosophy of the| 
lamas. “He may" be, however, lazy and| 























negligent and learn nothing, 


‘The hovse tutor keeps a watchful eye on! 
“probable starters” and when he sees a boy 
showing evidence of real consecration he 
marks him out for more.careful and intensive 
teaching. At the end of three years, when 
the young leamer has shown distinct signs of! 
sincerity, the question of ordination is. in-| 
troduced and discussed. When a boy “comes| 
up" of course it is with this object in viow,| 
but the careful tutor soon discovers his bent| 
and acts accordingly. Ordination, with the| 
prospect of secing and hearing ‘the Dalai 
Lama, is laid before the young “Pattern of! 
Virtuo” as he is called and the subject wisely’ 
is neither strained nor stressed. 

‘The young Tibetan lad, when he is sixteen| 

vor seventeen makes the jong, dangerous and’ 
difficult journey to Lhasa. Three years study’ 
there brings him to the age of 20. He has 
now arrived at an age when life is more or 
less real and the choice has to be made, 
Passions, natural to mankind, throb and thrill 
within his young breast. ‘The wise tutor| 
Kindly gives him time to think and decide.| 
Is it to be a lama and Nirvana or a man of 
‘the world whose life begins, is carried on, 
and ends here? 
* ‘The tutor sees and feels his responsibility| 
and realizes the enormity of his sin in bring- 
ing into Lamaism a boy who has not received 
the call. "Brilliance in study is fortunately| 
not the only requisite: the Pattern of Virtue! 
must stiow devotion and consecration: his| 
young life must accord with the teaching of 
‘Shaja Tuba. ‘The choice is at hand: he decides| 
to'go back to Minya or he decides to become| 
a lama, 











‘The youth continues his studies in the! 
‘Minya House. ‘The day comes. With a com= 
any of the boys from his own house, usually’ 
six or ten, he makes his way with his Lobén 
towards the Jowel Park. ‘The Dalai Lama 
(Tuden Jamtso) sits in state, Four Zin-ga 
(porters) keep the crowd on the move. ‘The| 
boys from Drebung, being the most important| 
religious institution in the Land of the 
Lamas, come first. These are followed by| 
the young men from Sera and finally come| 
the lads from Galden, an institution with 3,300) 
Jamas, 

Lamaism, at any time, is never an easy hill 
to climb, and the acquiring of sufficient virtue| 
to outweigh an enormous accumulation of} 
viee is a task that will wear down many! 
serious-minded lamas. Fortunately virtue 
‘ean be accumulated by other means than be- 





| Jorje and Lozang Tuden. 


Ing good, honest, truthful and kind, and vice 
ean be abolished in its accumulation. 

‘That Lamaism may not become a reli 
of nincompoops, some quite stiff hurdles are| 
thrown in the 'way of those who seriously| 
desire ordination, and one of these is known| 
‘as gejong, or the exercise of virtue. This is| 
quite an acid test and demands zeal. To beg 
viture, know virtue or be like virtue are! 
simple matters when the practical question 
of exercising virture is introduced. Here the 
Jama jumps on the “warpath” and must make| 
some practical demonstration; here he has to| 
meet and overcome the world, the flesh and. 
the devil, 





The true gejong has four duties: When 
abused by others he must not curse them; 
when enraged by others he must not be 
‘angry with them; when injured by others he| 
‘must not injure ‘them and when beaten by 
others he must not beat them. Again, in the 
high and holy exercise of virtue ‘certain’ 
qualifications are demanded and among them 
are: Moral discipline, a well-informed mind, 
purity of morals and some knowledge of the| 
performance of meditation. Genyen, getsul, 
gelong and geshe are all well-known and well 
worn terms on the Roof of the World, but 
gejong the exercise of virtue, is seldom, if| 
ever, heard. It may be that many who have 
tried to exercise virtue have died of exhaustion 
or given up the attempt. 


Among other things, religion has been 





blamed for injustices, and Lamaism is nol it’ 


exception to the rule. ‘The lama nun who| 
makes the begging of virtue her business has| 
364 vows to observe while her begging 
brother (virtue) has only 253, She is known 
as a gelogma and with a vow for every day| 
of the year, Nirvana, when she gets there,| 
must be a land full of rest and sunshine. 

‘On the day appointed, when the Virtue| 
Patterns becotne Virtue Beggars, there is a 
great gathering in the Jewel Park in Lhasa. 
Drebung, with its prominence as the largest| 
religious’ institution, marshalls its novices in 
the open courtyard of the Dalai residence.| 
‘The young men, to while away the time, 
engage in’ religious discusssion, sometimes| 
reaching the point of a flerce argument, which 
usually ends, where the discussion on which] 
was first, the egg or the hen, ends. 

Of four porters, two stand at one entrance’ 
two at the exit and they more or less direct 
the approach to the hall in which sits His} 
Highness Tuden Jamtso. Twenty or 30 boys} 
will enter at once. “Gujar Kembo, the 
domestic priest to His Highness, stands on the! 
right of the Dalai, and Yongdzin, his tutor 
‘and spiritual and philosophical adviser, stands! 
on his left. The boys enter the ' sacred 
presence with great reverence and when all 
fare arranged in a lowly posture Gujar calls 
for three bows or prostrations to Tamche 
Chimba, that knowing Tuden| 

‘Then three bows! 
are calied for, for Shaja Tuba, and these are 
followed by three bows for Gujar Kembo, the 
high presiding lama official at the ceremony 
of ordination. 











Gujar, the domestic priest to the Dalai, now 
calls out three names, Lozang Drashe, Lozang, 
‘The boys come 
forward and kneel in front of Tuden Jamtso. 
‘The ceremony of ordination, as far as the| 
Dalai is concerned begins.’ His Highness| 
reads from the Book on Deliverance, the 
moral code and monastic discipline, containing 
250 rules for the priesthood, As the Dalai 
proceeds, questions are asked, and among| 
them the following: “Were your parents ever 
butchers?” “No!” “Were any members of your 
family travelling minstrels?” “No!” “Was 
your father a carpenter?” “Any mem-| 
ber of your family a mason?” “No!” When 
Drashe, Dorge and Tuden have answered 
these questions satisfactorily the Dalai con- 
tinues reading from the book resting on his 
garment. 








‘As the ceremony proceeds and as part of| 
it, the three lads bowing before His Highness: 
receive a new or rather changed name, The’ 
Dalai has four Tibetan words in his name as 
follows: Tu-den-jam-tso and these he divides| 
up and gives to the boys accepting ordination. 
Dra-she-pun-tso becomes Dra-she-den-dzin, 
or in other words, the Perfect Beauty becomes| 
the Beautiful "Doctrine. Lo-zang-dor-je| 
becomes Dor-je-tu-den, or in other words the| 
Good Minded Thunderbolt becomes the] 
‘Thunderbolt Doctrine: and so on. Puntso,| 
Perfection; Drashe, Beautiful; Dorje, Thun-| 
derbolt; Lezang, Good Mind, and ' Gezang| 
Virtue, are the common names in the Land 
of the Lamas. Jamtso, meaning ocean, 
|seldom if ever heard, as that was part of the: 
name of the Dalai’ who passed away in 
December 1933, and like the person who] 
owned it, it is regarded as sacred. 


Near the completion of the ceremony the 
boys rise and at a sign from Gujar make three 
profound bows before the Dalai; he then 
stretches out his hand, placing it earefully on 
the head of each boy, at the same time 
bestowing power, enabling them to perform 
their sacred vows under all circumstances. 
About this time a little present of money 
and the saered scarf are laid on a table near 
the Gujar Kembo. 

‘The final act now takes place. The| 
‘ordained -boys rise in front of His Highness|

‘man has passed from a Pattern of Virtue 10} 
8 Beggar of Virtue, in other words, he is now 
an ordained lama. ‘In many'of the little lama 
cells which we have visited in some of the| 
local lamaseries we have noticed this small’ 
image of Sangjae or Shaja Tuba resting near 
the sacred oil lamp, ever reminding the lama 
of his solemn vow and acting as a witness to! 
his faithfulness in performing all- that it im- 
plies and involves. And many of the lam: 
‘on the Roof of the World carry it as a talisman 
Protecting them from “demons and evil 
spirit 

‘When Lozang Tuden, my Tibetan teacher, 
had finished telling me all about this per- 
formance, I asked him where his small image| 
was. “Lost,” he replied. Some years ago| 
Tuden lost his heart to a very pretiy Tibetan, 
girl and I conclude he lost his brass image of 
Sangjae just about the same time. He merely 
‘said it was lost so I made no effort to discover 
how, why, when or where he lost it. Ap-| 
parently there is something even stronger and 
‘more solemn than the sacred vow taken be- 
fore Tuden Jamtso, and that is love.

A COUNTRY DIARY 


May 1—Thanks to a friendly thunderstorm 
during the night and the slight rain which fol- 
lowed it this morning, f had Jessfeld Park tomy- 
self as T went out to meet the Golden Orioles 
which are due to arrive on May Day; oven the 
regular athletes whose morning exercises rival 
the gambolling of the Saltatoria were somewhere 
in hiding, so the Park might have been my pri- 
vate garden as I strolled around in search of the 
golden birds. A Blackbird's egg on the ground 
(neatly split in half to release the young) show- 
led me that hatching is proceeding apace... .while 
‘the brilliant song of the father bird soon caught 
my attention: a slight diversion was caused by 
2 Bulbul which started to sing *You-did-you- 
did-youedid” so persistently that a Hawfinch 
stopped his own queer song and, with head on 
fone side, drawled out “You-deed-you-deeced,” 
so quainily (ike a Frenchman making his frst 
effort to speak English) that T had to stop and 
laugh. Just then an Indian Cuckoo (yelling 
“one ‘more bottle”) went fluttering over the 
sky and I guessed it was the same bird which 
first arrived in the Park last Friday (April 29): 
this ‘raucous sound started the Blackbird off 
fagain....and in the midst of it all I clearly 
distinguished the mellow call of the Oriole in 
the next group of trees....the frst bird of the 
season arrived on exacily the right day! Just 
then the sun came out and rain stopped: “the 
Blackbird sereamed with excitement and the 
Oriole New out of its tree to display its golden 
plumage: the acrobats came out of hiding and 
began their weird evolutions. ..the chewers of 
sugar-eane and the peelers of oranges arriv 
In their scores and ‘began to cover the gr 
and herbage with thelr refuse: so 1 hurried 
away to avoid the sight of so much beauty 
marred....and went home praying for another 
rainy day.
